Athletic Games a Medium for Winter En- 
joyment--Big Races on the Tapis. 


HOW THE BICYCLE BECAME POPULAR. 


The allotment of dates to the various racing as- 
sociations imparts an air of reality to the turf outlook which fs in- 
evitably lacking, when everything Is an absolute uncertainty, aad 
the authorities are to be congratulated on having accomplished this 
result as soon as possible. It encourages trainers to go ahead with 
their conditioning and renders it more likely that the opening meet- 
ings of the year will be successful from the sporting standpoint. 

It was to be expected that there would be some dissatisfaction felt 

fo certain quarters with the dates as given out, but there is little or 
no real ground for complaint. The secret of the trouble lies in the 
oft raised point that racing henceforth cannot and must not be 
regarded as a business. Two or three years ago when things were 
going with such a tremendous swing that track owners were coining 
money the scramble for dates was natural, but while racing men 
want to get as much of their sport as possible there is no sense in 
track owners manifesting a wild desire to corner the dates. So far 
as Saratoga is concerned, it !s very hard to see how any association 
can afford to give a meeting there this year. It is an open secret 
that a big loss was made on the meeting of 1895, and it is more than 
doubtful whether surrounding circumstances can be so changed as 
to make a meeting pay i{s own way. The only chance for Saratoga 
is to make the race meeting a social affair. 
. The question is whether this can be done. The prestige of the 
town has greatly diminished, and the class of visitors is infinitely 
inferi.> to what used to be seen there. Of course, if the men who 
constitute tuc Jockey Club were to take hold of the Saratoga meet- 
{ng and run it on the e«me plan as the Westchester Racing Associa- 
tion is employing at Morris Pa:., much might be accomplished, but 
it would involve a large risk of money, and the gentlemen in ques- 
tion already have so many irons in the fire that such a venture on 
their part can scarcely be looked for, 

This is a plain statement of facts. The gentle: °n interested ir 
the association as at present constituted have, howeve:s, .ada prac- 
tical experience of what they must expect under the present system 
of racing. There was certainly nothing in it to encourage them to 
go to work on the same lines another year. If they could be allowed 
to pick their own dates and race absolutely without opposition, even 
then the chances are that financial loss would be incurred, however 
good the sport might be. Large crowds are,in other words, out of 
the question, and if success is dependent on gate money and no 
revenue can be derived from the ring, loss is certain. - 

fo farasthe Brighton Beach Racing Association and Querns 
County Jockey Club are concerned, there will be plenty of vacant 
dates for them to run off their meetings. Another thing is that if 
the managers can show good cause for feeling aggrieved at the pro- 
posed arrangement there is not the slightest doubt that the trouble 
will be remedied. The members of the Jockey Club are not in racing 
to make money, but to establish the sport on a proper basis, and if 
the managers of the two associations named think that the treat- 
ment accorded to them is not altogether fair they need have no hesl- 
tation io stating their case.

Sportsmen who are not altogether absorbed in 
the stirring pastimes incidental to the frigid spell are looking for- 
ward hopefully to an exceptional season in all branchos, Amatear 
athletes are partioularly sanguine, as the boom of last season looks 
like continuing. The fixtures already announced promise excellent 
sport in the near future, and many men who rarely sport silk bi fore 
April are now far advanced in training. The early break is due to 
attractive indoor mectings so close at hand and the prospect of sim- 
ilar features before the indoor season ends. 

Metropolitan athletes are interested in the big tournament to be 
held in Madison Square Garden on Feb. 1, The hustlers of the 
New Jersey A. C. are the caterers, and ‘this fact alone is suMfcient 
guarantee that the affair will be well worth witnessing. The pro- 
gramme bristles with attractions, inclading two national champlon- 
ships, which have hitherto been held in the open air. 

The race for the 10-mile championship is expeoted to be one of the 
sensations of the year. Charles H. Bean, the present champion, is 
undergoing a special preparation, and will have a large following, 
both on this account and on the fine showing he made in the 3-milo 
championship last September, Tommy Conneff, however, will 
probably start a hot favorite, as he is known to be in superb shape 
and brimfu! of confidence. He left last week for Holy Cross College, 
Worcester, where he is entered asa student in the medical class. 
He will return here some days before the race, to have a few warm- 
ing-up spins on the dirt track which is to be laid down for the occa- 
sion. It is thought that the race will resolve itself into a matow be- 
tween the two cracks named, but several less fancied candidates 
are training zealously, and « big field of stayers will probably toe 
the mark. 

With Harry Cornish’as athletic director of the New Manhattan 
Athletic Club, the cherry di d bination should be a -onsplo- 
uous factor during the coming campaign. Meanwhile no Ame,'can 
organization has taken any tangible step to be represented at tLe 
Olympic games to be held in Athens next April, This apathy is a 
source of keen regret among patriotic sportsmen, and not at all in 
ke@ping with the spirited policy which earned America her present 
proud position in the athletic world. Even one representative 
champion on hand to carry the Stars and Stripes ‘would count for 
much, while, looking at the matter from a business point of view, 
the club which would undertake to send such a man would get a 
world-wide advertisement in return.

There is no community 
so remote, no country road so hidden among the hills, that a merry 
cycler may not be feund there whizzing along and beguiling the 
way by discussing the merits of a dozen different patterus of bicy- 
cles. ; 

And what an infinite variety of these dainty vehicies have sprung 
from the fertile inventive genius of America! The exhibition shows 
@ startling range of variation upon this simple principle of the skele- 
ton vehicle with noiseless tire, propelled by the rider, and main- 
taining its equilibrium in the most miraculous manner. It even 
displays the bicycle adapted to carrying a Maxim guu! | ancy the 
modern Africart trader confronting the unruly tribe whose King 
does not wish him to pass through their village with one of these 
instruments. 

The sprightly little bicycle has not only built up a colossal indus- 
try, but it has given hundreds of thousands of peopie a passion for 
exercise, for travel on the pleasant country routes, for inspiring 
“spine” which fill the lungs with fresh air, and makes the good red 
blood bound merrily in the veins. Itis the 
roads; it keeps whole armies of young men out of mischief; it 
emancipates the coy maiden from the stuffy parlor, and gives ber a 


prime mover for good 
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new interest in life. No wonder a fabulous number of millions are 
already invested in bicycles, and the competitive display of them 
fills one of the largest bails jn the world. 

, 


In keeping with the exaggerated reports re- 
garding the supply of bicycles for 1896 many persons have asked if 
it will not be possible to buy high grade wheels fu the fall for con- 
siderably less than the standard price, which is §100. A member 
of the trade replies to that question in this way: ‘Just so long as 
the bicycle can be improved and undergo changes, so long will $100 
be the standard price for the best bicycles. Last year the trade was 
sorry that a reduction had been made to the century mark. Of 
course, there will be many bicycles sold this year for $50, 960, §70 
and $80, Itis highly probable that many of the men who appear 
in the ficld as manufacturers this year for the first time will not be 
successful. If they cannot dispose of their wheels at Ist prices they 
must make sacrifices to meet their billa. I heard recently that a 
new concern proposed to turn out 15,000 wheels thie year and I 
sent & man to investigate. My emissary found that in the factory « 
very few men were working with old-fashioned tools, and instead of 
a 15,000 output 1,500 or less would be correct. Men with small 
capita! who have to buy cheap machinery and cheap parts cannot 
compete with the leading bicycle manufacturers of to-day. Cheap 
guns are constructed on the same prigciple as cheap bicycles, and 
they are correspondingly rated in the market. High grade guns 
sell for fair prices and so will high grade bicycles, and $100 is not 
too much to pay for the best machines. If the demand this year is 
for cheap wheels, doubtless the largest makers will find it advisable 
to build second grade machines aud sell them for second grade 
prices. It is the custom for every manufacturer to stamp bis wheel 
‘high grade,’ and many buyers were deceived last year, but these 
cannot be boncoed again. Cheap wheels are a source of end.ess 
trouble to their owners just like cheap clothes or tools, or sewing 
machines. You cannot build up a fine bicycle factory in one year, 
and to form a company that will turn out 15,000 bicycles in a season 
means the expenditure of a large sum of money, and the best execu- 
tive ability, in addition to a thorough knowledge of the field. Men 
who have been carried away with the idea that the bicycle market 
is a gold mine will find out their mistake later on, The biggest men 
in the trade are very conservative in saying what they are going to 
do this year, and if all the fairy stories one hears nowadays are 
true, there will be men this year who will find out that they have 
bought more largely of experience than anything else. AsI said be- 
fore, there will be plenty of cheap wheels in the market, but the 
best wheels will cost $100, and if you are going to buy a wheel, select 
it the same way you would a watch.”

There is not an intelligent turfman in the East 
but has unbounded admiration for the work that has been accom- 
plished by the Jockey Club. And yet more than one practical rac- 
ing man is dubious as to the future. The men who form the bone 
and sinew of the turf are naturally inclined to look at the matter from 
a business point of view. Said one of these:— 

“Lam nota pessimist in racing matters. I have followed the 
sport for a score of years, have made my living at it as jockey and 
trainer, and there is every reason why I should desire to see it thrive. 
All the same I believe in looking the facts squarely in the face. And 
a close range view of what I conceive to be the exact status of racing 
is not reassuring in so far as I personally am concerned, 

“Consider the matter from a business point of view. All the race 
tracks lost money last year. How lene will ther ccctinue to put 
their hands in the! rccucts to pay deficits? Last year they were 
“Tvuraged to go ahead in the hope that they might at least be able 
to pay expenses, This year they are again encouraged in the belief 
that by careful management they may get outeven. But this state 
of things is certain to be short lived. 

“To my mind it will be of very short duration. Unless there is 
some relief, unless matters are so arranged that the public can go to 
the race track and bet with some degree of satisfaction, I, for one, 
do not expect to see very much racing in the vioinity of N. Y.iu 1897. 
As a matter of fact I know a real estate dealer who already has an 
option ou one race track not a thousand miles from New York, and 
another track could be disposed of at almost any sacrifice and still 
yleld a profit to its stockholders, 

“Now, the whole matter resolves itself into this, and it is a very 
simple proposition:—How long will the various associations continue 
to give meetings at a loss, or with no prospect of paying some profit 
to their shareholders?” ‘ 

It is expected that the output of bicycles in this 
country for 1896 will far exceed that of 1895. Itis said that Ameri- 
can manufacturers are prepared to produce this year, if they can get 
when eed them sufficient supplies of steel tubing and other 
material, 800, bicycles. The output last year was, approximately, 
450,000 bicycles, It is thought that the actual production this year 
will reach 650,000; it is more likely to exceed that number. 

Few wheels are imported, not enough to cut any figure here. Our 
exports are still pot great. American manufacturers have been too 
busy supplying the home demand to make much effort to supply other 
markets, but they continue to increase, We are selling more bicycles 
in Mexico and more in South America, principally in the Argentine 
Republic. Our exports to Europe are also increasing, the greater 
number going to France and Belgium, though we sell some wheels in 
other continental countries and Great Britain. In Paris enough 
American bicycles are now sold to make them a factor in the trade.

AMERICAN DEERKFOOT IS DEAD. 


Everybody has heard of Deerfoot, the famous Indian, who in his 
younger days made records for long-distance running which have 
never been beaten. He died at his home on the Cattaraugus Reser- 
vation on Jan. 18. Deerfoot's name was Louis Bennett. The name 
Deerfoot was given to him by an Indian chief who saw him defeat a 
horse in a race od the Cattaraugus Reservation in 1850. 

He was born on the reservation sixty-eight years ago, and leaves 
a farm and considerable property. Until a month ago he was in 
perfect health, and thought nothing of walking fifteen or twenty 
miles a day. Deerfoot's fame was made from 1861 to 1863. In 1861 
he went to England, where he defeated the English champion runner 
in a ten mile race. At its conclusion he was greeted by the Prince 
of Wales and asked to give an exhibition before the Royal family. 
He did so and was presented with £50 and a gold souvenir by the 
Prince and a little token by Queen Victoria, 

He spent two years in England, during which time he gave exhi- 
bitions at Oxford and Cambridge, and lectared on the best methods 
of pliysical training. He ran against horses and trained some of 
the famous pugilists. In 1869 he returned to this country with a 
large sum of money.

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PEDLAR PALMER ARRIVES, 


Will Not Fight Here, but Will Accept Matches 
for Battles in England. 





Thomas (Pedlar) Palmer, the Kuglish bantamweight pugilist, ar- 
rived in New York last Saturday afternoon on the steamer Campania, 
Before his return to England all New Yorkers will be given an op- 
portunity to see the lad who so easily defeated the once popular 
idol, Billy Plimmer, and who now stands ready to defend his cham- 
pionship title against agy 110 or I12-pound fighter in the world, 
Palmer is accompanied by his backer, Al Snelling, the London book- 
maker, 

It was 2 o'clock when the little fighter stepped on American soil. 
Mr. Snelling at once drove with him to the Abingdon Square Hotel, 
where he produced a letter of introduction to the representatives of 
the press who were present to meet him. Palmer looked in splendid 
condition, yet he complained of not feeling in the best of spirits, 
owing to the rough sea voyage that he had experienced, 

Pediar Palmer certainly looks the fighter that he is. He is stock- 
ily built and wonderfully developed for a boy of 19 years. He 
stands just 5 feet 114 inches in height, avd Saturday weighed 120% 
pounds, There is hardly an American fighter with whom he can be 
compared in physical make-up. George Lavigne is more on his 
order than any of the present fighters in this country. Palmer, if 
measured as American fighters have frequently been, would un- 
doubtedly show extraordinary dimensions for a lad of his inches. 

When asked if he would fight while in America, Palmer said: 
“No, I shall not do any fighting. At least, that is what Mr. Snell- 
ing told me when we started over. I am willing, however, to fight 
anybody, at any place or time, who is at my weight."’ 

Mr. Snelling then said: ‘I shall not allow Palmer to do any fight- 
ing while on this trip. We are here mostly on a pleasure trip. I 
shall not make any challenges for the boy while here, but, of course, 
we'll listen to any made to him from American fighters of his class, 

“Will I accept them? Well, yes, I certainly shall. You can 
say that any challenge issued to Pedlar Palmer by a fighter of his 
class will be accepted. Of course, I reserve the privilege to accept 
the most advantageous one, but the fight must take place before the 
National Sporting Club of London. 

“The Nationa: Sporting Club will offer a purse of £500 for a fight 
between Palmer and any American boy with whom he may make a 
match. The purse may be increased if circumstances justify it. I 
had an offer of a $3,500 purse from Dan Stuart for a fight in Mexico, 
but the time is entirely too short. 

“Palmer is alremarkable lad,"' continued Mr. Snelling: *‘he first 
begun boxing when not five years of age, appearing on the stage for 
several years as the ‘midget pugilist.’ For the last two years he has 
been the trial horse for the National Sporting Club. His battle 
with Plimmer was one that will long be remembered. Billy could 
not get at him at all," 

Palmer's 6-round bout with George Dixon in Madison Square 
Garden, Jan. 30, will be his first appearance in public. . It is likely 
that an exhibition tour may follow if he is received with favor. 





SHORT, BUT SHARP. 


Paddy Purtell Whipped Dick Moore in Four 
Rounds. 





Dick Moore was given another shove down the toboggan of obscur- 
ity the other night, when he met defeat at the hands of Paddy 
Purtell, after four rounds of fierce, hard fighting. While it was 
generally expected that Purtell would win, the shortness of the mill 
was a surprise, Moore showed himself a ‘“‘Has Been,’ being in no 
form or condition for a long or rapid fight. For the first two rounds, 
especially for the first, he went at Purtell, hammer and tongs, keep- 
ing the latter strictly on the defensive. His only opportunity to 
win was to have landed one of his vicious swings during these rounds. 
After this Moore stool no show atall. His blows lacked steam and 
he was slow upon his feet. Then Purtell who had not assumed the 
offensive once during the entire first rounds, went in and copped 
Moore out in rapid style, sending him to the boards three timesin the 
fourth round. On the last Moore failed to rise, being completely 
dazed, although not completely knocked out. He was counted out 
and his seconds bore him to his corner, where after a few seconds he 
asked to know how it all happened. It was some seconds also before 
the crowd, mostly Purtell sympathizers, naturally realized that the 
fight was over and that the local man had won; then a prolonged 
cheer went up. ° 

The mill occurred about ten miles from Kansas City, and was 
pulled off in good style, with the exception of a long delay at the 
rip .ide. It was nearly 10 o'clock when Purtell entered the ring 
and ten minutes later when Moore followed. Some little time was 
consumed in selecting a referee and timer. The crowd numbered 
some 200 sports. The fticht lasted just fifteen minutes. Purtell arrived 
in New York last week and lost no time in issuing a challenge to 
any 140-pound boxer in the east.

Dan Stuart's Carnival Promises 
to be a Big Success, 
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‘TO LEGISLATE FOR BOXING. 
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Pugilistic Critics Censure Jim Hall for 
His Faking Propensities. 
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WHERE THE MANAGER COMES IN. 
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As the eventful time approaches the patrons 
of the ring all over the country are planning for the big ‘‘assemble’’ 
atEl Paso. The plans forthe carnival of fistic sport projected by 
Dan Stuart have been completed and everything is now in readiness 
for what promises to go down upon the pages of pugilistic history as 
the greatest event of its kind ever promoted. Stuart has laid his 
plans so carefully that it is difficult to see where a hitch can occur 
and if he brings off his great show he must be put down in future as 
the strongest bucker of ‘‘the opposition’’ the ring has had or is 
likely to have; and it has not been altogether bullheadedness. In 
fact, the chief move, seeming to point to his ultimate success in his 
latest endeavor, is his strategy in keeping the actual point of moet- 
ing from all. With supreme confidence, backed by posted money, 
he bas bid ring followers from everywhere meet him at a certain day 
in El Paso, whence they will depart quickly to the meeting ground. 
Assurances have been given that there will be no interference and 
that the fights will be pulled off on the dates specified. There is a 
businesslike ring in everything that has been done. The signing of the 
principals in the big fight was accomplished without any sensational 
accompaniments, the money was put up as agreed. At the time 
appointed for subsequent proceedings everybody wason hand and 
prepared to do business. The referee has been selected,a man 
mutually agreeable to the principals, in whom the public also has 
confidence; a final stakeholder has been chosen and Stuart has 
assured the principals that on the day agreed upon he will place in 
his custody the full amount of the purse, Thusfar the programme 
has been carried out without a break and there is no reason for 
believing that Stuart will not fulfill all his obligations. 

Five firstclass fights have been arranged and the very best avail- 
able fistic talent will participate in them. Little, if anything, more 
than this can be said.

Reports from the betting centres speak of 
lively speculation on the fistic events. 
lively in El Paso. Inthe principal event Fitzsimmons isa slight 
favorite. A bet of $1,100 to $1,000 on Fitzsimmons was made the 
other day. It is understood that there will be big money in El Paso 
from Pittsburg to back Maher about the Ist of February. Itis even 
money on Everhardt and Leeds, and small odds are offered on Dixon 
and Walcott. Should Maher win, however, his party will go broke 
on Marshall, and there will be plenty of Texas money to play Bright 
Eyes, though Walcott is the favorite. In the Barry-Murphy fight 
things are about even. The best man that Barry has metis Caspar 
leon, whom he twice defeated. At the same time, the form shown 
by Barry points to the conclusion that he isa topnotcher. Murphy 
has the credit of a twenty-five round drawn battle with Billy Plim- 
mer in 1894, a very creditable achievement. It remains to be seen 
if Murphy has retained his form. On the whole, the contest should 
be a remarkably interesting one, with the result a problem. All 
these battles will take place in the daytime, starting about noon.

In view of the liberal character of the anti- 
prize fighting bill now before the New York State Legislature, I 
don’t see how anything else can be done than to extend our con- 
gratulations to the geotieman who has labored so energetically to 
elevate boxing to a place beside honest racing, honest baseball, 
honest athletics and kindred sport. Last year Mr. Horton's bill was 
too radical in its treatment of the sport. It characterized as a 

‘ misdemeanor the act of two friends donning a set of boxing gloves 
for a scientific bout. A bill so sweeping in its character merited 
defeat. The new bi'l which Mr. Horton bas fathered and which has 
the endorsement of everybody who favors honest sport, provides as 
follows:— 

“A person who, within this State, engages in, instigates, aids, 
encourages, or does apy act to further a contention, or fight, without 
weapons between two or more persons; or a fight commonly called a 
ring or prize fight, either within or without the State, or who 
engages in a public or private sparring exhibition with or without 
gloves, within the State, at which an admission fee is charged or 
received, either directly or indirectly, or who sends or publishes a 
challenge for such a contention, exhibition or fight, or carries or de- 
livers such a challenge or acceptance, or trains or assists any .person 
in training or preparing for such contention, exhibition or fight, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. It is provided, however, that sparring 
exhibitions with gloves of not less than four ounces each in weight 
may be held in a building owned by an incorporated athletic asso- 
ciation.”’ 

In defending the measure it is needless to say more than that 
some law ought to be enacted to prevent promiscuous individuals 
and irresponsible clubs from holding contests which should more 
correctly be called prize fights. These individuals and clubs employ 
fighters of unknown quality to entertain people who pay exorbitant 
fees with the understanding that they shall witness a prize fight. 
The belligerents are ignorant of everything appertaining to the 
science of boxing and fight with one object in view, that of defeating 
their opponents in the face of most awful consequences. It is to this 
fact that prize fighting has been responsible for the deaths that 
have brought the ring into disrepute, and something ought to be 
done to prevent a repetition of what has already occurred. Brutality 
should be eliminated from the game. Scientific, clever men are 
plentitul enough nowsdars, and money is not so over abundant but 
that the projectors of fistic encounters can get them for what they 
pay the dubs and clowns of the profession. 

Such organizations as the New York, Manhattan and Empire 
Athletic Clubs, of New York, the Eureka, of Baltimore, the Suffolk, 
of Boston, the Cleveland, of Cleveland. 0., the Olympic, of New 
Orleans, are perpetuating a gvod work and the matchmakers of those 
clubs are doing creditable service towards elevating the sport every 
time they engage the services of experienced, scientific boxers to 
give an exhibition. Mr. Horton, who framed the bill referred to, 
was carefully coached regarding the wants of the people who 
patronize the sport. Boxing given under the conditions provided 
by the proposed new law cannot but be beneficial. It does away 
with prize fights, eliminates the tough element which patronizes them, 
boxing merita the attention besides of the best people of the com- 
munity and establishes the sport upon a sound healthy footing

of well known and reputable people in every walk of life, endorse 
and encourage boxing, both as a medium for exercise and entertain- 
ment, ought to be sufficient to prejudice our lawmakers in favor of a 
bill that eliminates all that is bad in the game and gives us all that 
is good. By all means do away with brutal prize fighting, but of 
scientific boxing under good management and proper restrictions we 
cannot get too much. 
~ 
So much for a bad reputation! 

Jim Hall now realizes what it means to be in bad repute with the 
public. The mistake he made away back in the carly days of his 
pugilistic career when he entered into an agreement with Bob Fits- 


simmons to hippodrome a fight must come back to him now with a 


forcible conviction that he did wroug. The way he, Mitchell and 
others ‘through it into’ the dead Squire at New Orleans two years 
ago has not been forgotten by the public, neither has that fake bout 
with Peter Maher in Boston last Spring been overlooked. Hall 
sowed the wind, he is now reaping a whirlwind. 

The local writers on pugilistic topics have been untiring in their 
efforts to inspire a sentiment that Hall purposely laid down to 
Choynski in their bout at Maspeth, Long Island, last week. 
Some have even gone so faras to say in forcible language that he 
showed cowardice and quit under punishment. They base their 
argument about a prearranged result upon Hall's failure to deliver a 
knockout punch in the ninth round when he had the Californian so 
weak that only a push was needed to send him over. If it were only 
known Hall was cven then the weaker of the two but had an 
advantage at that in being in full possession of his mental faculties 
while his opponent was so dazed from being knocked down that he 
could not possibly have realized anything. Hall acted as if he knew 
what was required of him when he put up his left hand to steady 
the Californian fora knockout punch on the jaw with his right. 
The ability to land that blow was lacking. Three times he got his 
right hand drawn back to deliver it, but he had not the strength to 
let it go. A flash of reason broke in upon Choynski's clouded men- 
tality before Hall could regain the power to use his right effectively, 
and he saved himself by clinching until the gong was sounded. Hall's 
weakness was the direct result of Choynski’s body punches. They 
were more effective upon a man who has dissipated as much as Hall 
has, and whose st h was quently weak, than all the face and 
jaw punches. In Hall's weakened condition Choynski should have 
defeated him in the second round. Being stronger and better pre- 
pared for rough work his plan was to goin and mix matters rather 
than to stand off and fight at long range, at which style he knew Hall 
had an advantage, being 50 per cent more clever in the use of his 
hands.

LANKY BOB IN GOOD SHAPE. 


The Irish Champion in Good Condition 
and Confident of Winning. 
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Information comes here from E! Paso, Tex., that both Fitzsimmons 
and Maher are at their respective training quarters getting ready 
for the big fight which takes place on Feb 14. A correspondent 
writing from Juarez, Mexico, where the former now is, says that 
at present Fitzsimmons is adhering closer to his well-defined rules 
than ever before, and his appearance is ample proof of this asser- 
tion. Fitz takes plenty of sleep, as well as plenty of food, but offsets 
these with his tremendous physical work. His usual hour for 
rising is 7 o'clock, and except on rare occasions he gets into bed at 
8 in the evening. 

His first duties after arising are with his pet lion, Nero, to which 
he devotes an hour of romping and froli play. At about 8 the 
Australian takes breakfast, which is always prepared by Mrs. Fitz- 
simmons, The meal consists of eggs, chops and dry toast. Bob 
does not, however, confine himself strictly to this diet, but eats 
usually without reserve such dishes as he most relishes, 

Two hours are spent after the morning meal in reading the papers 
and answering such mail as is received. At 10 o'clock the pugilist, 
accompanied by Martin Julian, starte for a run through the 
country, usually covering from fifteen to twenty miles. A rub 
down follows, then a light lunch and rest until 3 a’clock, when work 
at the training quarters begins. 

The bag is first punched for twenty rounds, and then fifteen four- 
minute rounds are sparred with the several trainers and attendants, 
The ‘medicine’ ball is tossed for twenty minutes, and then a turn 
is taken at the wrist and chest machine. The routine work closes 
with wrestling bouts. 

After quitting the gymnasiam Fitz is given a hot bath and a 
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Peter [aher’s Training Quarters at Las Cruces, N. M, 
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is absurd. He fought as long as his vitality lasted and when 
that was exhausted he was an easy man to beat.

Choynski’s victory over Hall gives Steve 
O'Donnell a chance to re-enter the ring, and I understand that 
Matchmaker Jim Kennedy, of the Empire Club is negotiating a 
match. A bout between these two men ought to be an exceedingly 
interesting event. O'Donnell’s defeat by Peter Maher was ngither 
satisfactory or conclusive. He is credited with being an unusually 
clever boxer and ring tactician, but it is a fact that Maher's chance 
came so quickly after the bout began that the Australian was never 
able to show to what extent he possessed those qualities, He and 
Choynski ought to put up a great battle.

And so Jimmy Anthony has returned to Cali- 
fornia, en route to Australia; perhaps returned without a fight, and 
a chance to show the Eastern critics anything of his quality. His 
was a peculiar case and one that should be a warning to the pugi- 
list with managerial aspirations. The fact has been demonstrated 
often enough that the most successful fighters are those who place 
their business affairs in the keeping of an astute manager who has a 
faculty for getting work for his protege. There is something more in 
the pugilistic game than stepping into a ring to fight. There are a 
hundred and one Getails that the pugilist has not the ability to 
attend to even if he had the time, and there is where the able im- 
presario comes in. Managerial talent comes high but it is one of the 
neccessities of the game, and the pugilist who at the outset of his 
career, accepts counse) from a careful man of business is usually 
successful, that is, of course,if he has the pugilistic quality be- 
hind him, although I have known men who were absolutely lacking 
in this quality, being boomed into prominence by energetic work 
on the part of an able manager, while really capable men have been 
forced into retirement because they were unwilling to pay for the 
luxury of one. 

I might as well say herein defence of my article that I am not 
ambitious to acquire distinction as a director of puzilistic destinies. 
I tried once to be a manager, and—but what's the use of talking 
about our failures and shortcomings ? 

Anthony, during his sojourn in the Fast, was handicapped by 
having an idea that everybody was a ‘‘sucker’’ but himself. He 
could make his own matches, he could do his own training, he could 
do his own fighting, and the result was that he did nothing. I 
haven't a doubt but that if he had gone the right way about it, he 
could have found plenty of work to do, for despite the poor showing 
he made in a couple of limited round bouts here, I am satis‘ed 
from looking over his record that he must be a good boy in a finish 
encounter. A careful manager could have made money for both.

Manager J. J. Quinn is looking after Peter, who rises at 8 o'clock, 
going out for a half-hour walk, after which breakfast is eaten. After 
the meal Maher does eighteen miles of road at a fair pace, w 7 
a heavy sweater, as he has a tendency to make flesh rapidly fn this 
climate. A brisk rub down with alcohol follows the tramp. At 12:30 
p. m. dinner is eaten. 

After dinner Peter takes 150-yard sprints for an hour, going directly 
into the gymnasium afterward for an hour of bag punching. The 
Irishman follows this by sparring with Burns, Lowrie, Quinn and 
Jerry Marshall until 4 o'clock. 

Peter sometimes jumps into a bath inmediately afterward, but not 
always, taking a dry rub in preference, but always follows this round 
of work with an hour's nap, arising for supper. After the evening 
meal he chats and visits neighbors, getting to bed usually at 9:30,

Dan Stuart and the 
rest of them will be fined before a blow is struck. Then the dance 
will goon. The filne—or license, whatever you choose to phrase it— 
is $500 of Mexican money, which is $250 of our moneys. 
enough. Stuart knows what he is about. 

Seats have been built about the bull ring, running down nearly 
to the space reserved for the squared circle, and thence upward in 
tiers to the high roof. They will seat about 270,000 people, and 
every one of them will be taken. Even now visitors are coming in. 
There will be plenty of lookers-on from as far south as the City of 
Mexico. The railroads have made exceptional rates. 

The success of this affair, and it will be a success if the men do 
not flunk, means Mexico as tho future scene of big American fights.
